The great issue before the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association in its 
present convention, from a popu- 
lar standpoint at least, will be the 
location of the Panama Canal Expo- 
sition in 1915. The rivalry of San 
Francisco and New Orleans is eu- 
riously interwoven with the politica 
of the bankers’ convention. Although 
the bankers have no official connec- 
tion with the Panama Exposition 
problem the indorsement of the finan- 


one of the most important factors in 
deciding the contest. 

Frank L. Brown has opened head- 
quarters for the San Francisco com- 
mittee at the California headquarters 
on Fifth street opposite the Alexan- 


tities of literature, a line of argu- 
ment that makes Instantaneous con- 
verts and a hypnotizing handshake. 
Gol Wexler is representing New Or- 
jeans with a suave diplomacy and a 
confidence that leave no vulnerable 
points exposed to attack. 

SAN ANTONIO—FORT SUMTER. . 

San Antonio, Tex., is the. Fort Sum- 
ter of the situation. ‘The first shot 
was fired there when the members of 
the delegation put on the San Fran- 
cisco buttons and joined the Califor- 
nia ranks. In turn they expect Call- 
fornia to support them in their fight 
for the bankers’ convention of 1911. 
New Orleans is asking for the con- 
vention next vear on the plea that it 
will help them get national indorse- 
ment for their exposition. Atlantic 
City and Richmond, Va., are also ask- 
ing for the convention, but have not 
aligned thermselves on the questron of 
the Panama FExposition. 

“We are not going into the conyor- 
tion on a political basis,” said Frank 
L. Brown, who is a booster of the 
California type as well as a banker | 
“We are asking the indorsement of 
the bankers for a San Francisco ex- 
position on the ground that it is a 
matter of great import to the com- 
mergal and financial interests of the 
United State’. This is the first expo- 
sition to mark a great contempora- 
neous event in the history of the 
world. All the others have marked 
anniversaries. 

“The opening of the Panama Canal 
begins a new era.in this country. It 
, founds a new empire on the Pacific 

Coast, it marks a commerce across 
the Pacific that will outstrip that of 
the Atiantic and it prophesies a new 
international relationship. We do not 
mean to have a great show or cele- 
bration at San Francisco only—we 
mean to have an international con- 
gress that will change the map of the 
world commercially and politically. 
“We have had our  emissaries 
abroad. They have had promises 
from the foreign nations of a support 
and co-operation that would mean the 
greatest international, event in the 
world’s history. All y want is the 
indorsement of the United States and 
all that stands in the way of getting 
that ia the effort of New Orleans to 
get the same thing.
